© Reprobate Senſe, whom neither the Mercies of God,

* Terrors of the Lord, will for the future be the more 
* ealily perſwaded. to an amendment of Life. I que- 
*{tion not but there are many Petty-faCttors at Porz. 
** Rozal, who have ſtated their Accounts, and bal- 
* lanced their Books with the ſole Anſwer of an 
** Earthquake, whoſe Intereſt therefore ir is to re- 
* preſent it in the moſt dreadful manner poſlible, 
* that they themſelves may ſeem the more excuſe- 
* able to their Employers, as if the whole Iſland were 
* deſtroyed thereby, which will diſcourage Merchants 
*from Trafficking hither, and will be a means of

* derto it : So that I am ſufficiently convinced, and 
"Therefore would perſwade any other, that whoſo- 
* ever Trades hither for any manner of Goods for 
* Cloathing, Houſhold-Rtuff, Arms and Ammuniti- 
on, ( which are generally ſpoiled ) all manner of 
< Proviſions, Plantation Urcenlils, 5c. will come by 
**o much to the better Market, by how AY 
* halten 
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* haſten to our Aſſiſtance, and need never fear the 
* freighting. of their Ships homeward, there being a 
** preſent damp upon Trade, which I don't know how 
* long it may continue, fo that we {hall have great 
« quantities of Goods ready for them, to diſpatch them 
&* the ſooner away. God in his Diſpleaſure remem- 
« bred Mercy, and therefore this Calamity happen- 
«ed in the Day-time, to the ſafety of many hundred 
« Souls ; for though ſuch Numbers periſht at Porz

« [{tmus of Land, yet I cannot hear of fifty Perſons,

* ſupport ſunk under Water ; ( though God be Praiſ- 
* ed our Magazeen of Powder in. Port-Royal be fa- 
* ved) the Men that ſhould have been the: Strength 
* of the Illand, many hundreds of them drowned, yet 
« do we not dread o much what Miſchief our Neigh- 
© bours here can do us, tho' at'this time they may 
& do us miſchicf enough, with reference to particular 
* Perſons that are adjacent to the Sea-ſhores, but are 
* not able of themſelves to-ruine the-- Iſland ; only 
* that which we moſt dread, leaſt the King of France 
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* upon this News ſhould ſend hither an Army to 
« Invade us, to prevent which our whole Truſt and 
«* Confidence under God is in his Majeſty, who's him- 
«* {elf Lord and Proprietor hereof in his own Perſon, 
« and theretore we hope for ſome ſpeedy Relief from 
« him ; in Order whereunto the Council have di- 
« {patcht a Shalop to him the 224. gr 234. Inſtant, to 
&« give him an Account of our Preſent Condition, and 
* to requeſt his ſpeedy help, and which we all hope 
© he will not be backward in, towards an. Iſland that 
* in its flouriſhing State brought in very coatfidera-

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Thus we have heard what has befallen this Amer:. 
can Plantation, what wonderful Signatures of Divine 
Diſpleaſure have appeared there, Let Apocalyprick 
Divines make what uſe of this Earthquake they ſhall 
judge meet for the unfolding of any Portion of Pro- 
phetick Scripture, we ſhall only from this Relation 
deduce a few Remarks of General Uſe and Con- 
cern. 

1. Then, Since Goa's Judgments are abroad in the 
Earth, let the Inhabitants of the World learn Righteou/- 
meſs : Ta. 26. 9. The World's Inhabitants ſhould 
not only learn Righteouſneſs, when they themſelves 
are under the laſhes of God's chaſtizing Rod, but 
when others are ſo too; when Judgments are in the 
Earth, in any Nation or part of the Earth, thoſe that 
ſee-and hear of *em, ſhould hear the Rod,. and who 
hath appointed it. - The Lord in this Alarming A& 
of his ſpeaks not to Jamaica or America only, but 
to usalſo : He calls aloud to us to conlider what he 
has done there, (that we may acknowledge his terri- 
ble Majeſty, and fin no more againſt him: Had we 
had no awaking Expertence of his mighty Power 
here, yet the certain Account of what he has done 
elſewhere, ihould mind us of our Duty, leaft their 
Caſe ſhould become ours ; which Duty ſeems emi- 
nently included in the word Righteouſneſs, pry, even 
all that to which we are obliged by Rules of Equity 
and Juſtice, or ſhould be izthimwed to by a Prinxciple of 
Mercy and Compaſſion ; that we now learn to give 
unto God the things that are His, and unto Man 
what belongs unto him ; which 1s more largely de- 
elar'd by the Prophet, Micah 6.8. Hehath ſhewed thee, 
O Man, what is good, and what does the Lord require of 
thee, but to do juſtly, love mercy, and walk humbly with 
thy 
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thy God : v. 9. For this the Lord's woice cryeth unto the 
City, ana therefore the Man of Wiſdom (he who has 
diet iea eu" 4gutvs mods iexuumy xaos Te nai xaxs, SEAles ExEr- 
Ciſed to diſcern both Good and Evil ) ſhould in theſe 
things ſee God's Name ; fhould read the lively Chara- 
Qters of his Power, Wildom and Righteouſneſs, the 
bright diſcovery of his Glorious Excellence. 

2, Let thoſe whoſe Hearts are ſet in 'em1to do Evil, 
know that Sentence ts ſometimes executed ſpeedily. The 
Lord is flow to Anger, but he will not retain his Pa- 
tience for ever ; thoſe whom his Goodnels leads not 
to. Repentance, {hall feel thar abuſed Mercy will ead 
in the moſt dreadful Sentence : Hardned Wretches 
are apt to encourage themſelves in their Villanies by 
reaſon of the Impunity of the Wicked ; Alas, they 
conſider not that Lite at longeit is but ſhort, and then 
an Eternity enſues, which 1s long enough co puniſh 
profligate Sinners 1n ; yea, and even that ſhort Life 
is fometimes ſhortned by God's immediate ſtroke, 
and the Criminal is ſometimes apprehended in his 
Act of Sin, and forthwith hurried unto Execution ;' 
See, and trembling ſee here Sentence executed in few 
minutes upon above 2000 Perſons at once : ' I ſay 
not that all cheſe who fell in this Common Ruiane pe- 
riſhed everlaſtingly ; but as they all thro Sin de- 
{ſerved thus to Dye, ſo Death was in a ſhort time 
inflicted on 'em all. Who [ball not fear thee, O Lord, 
and Glorifie thy Name ? for thou only. art Holy ; let all 
Nations come and worfhip before thee, for thy Jug+ 
ments are made manifeſt, Rev. 15.

One to whom the Lives of all Men are forfeited by 
Sin, and therefore may execute his threatned Judg- 
ments when, where, on whom he will; tho as AB.

gulated, ſo he deals not meerly Arbitrarily with the 
World ; has revealed rules by which he himſelf will 
proceed in diſtribution of Calamities and Benefits : 
At the General Day of Account, all ſhall be judged 
according to the Law they knew, and all the miſe- 
ries here that they undergo are Fudements, the juſt 
Execution of a Righteous Threaining, the deſerved 
fruit of their own Sin ; and tho? God (as an offended 
Legiſlator) may take away forfeited Life and Hap- 
pineſs from all tranſgreſſing Creatures, yet in his 
judging the Earth he leaves evident footſteps of his 
Supremacy and Lordſhip : At the ſame time that he 
( as juſt Judge) puniſhes ſome, He (as Gracious Be- 
nefaQtor ) ſpares, delivers, and defends others, per- 
haps no leſs guilty than the puniſhed. Who has 
made the Aſtoniſhing Diſcriminations in the Nati- 
ons of late ? Why is not Exgland in the ruinous Caſe 
of Italy ? or Rotterdam like to St. Jago ? Did blind 
chance make that Viſible Difference among the dwel- 
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lers df Famates ?* Did Chance kill the Zo00, and' five 
the preierved 2 Did that unloek- the Bowels of 'the 
Earth, to {wallow down many alive, and caſt %m 
up alive at a diſtance, while others ſunk down' to "be 
go more ſeen, or not tif] they were Dead ?
